the Bo ard o f Regents said Friday . 
Marv in Warner o f Cincinnati said 
the 12 state-suppo rted univ ersities and 
two priv ate co lleges hav e submitted a 
list o f 3 25 energy co nserv atio n pro jects 
they are prepared to pursue. 


He said the regents ho pe to autho rize 
the institutio ns within 3 0 day s to apply 
fo r federal funding fo r the v ario us 
pro grams. 


The scho o ls are co o perating with the 
Ohio 
Energy 
Reso urce 
and 
Dev elo pment Agency (OERDA) to 
bring all o f their research po tential to 
bear o n the pro blem. 
Warner to ld a news co nference 
befo re the regular regents meeting 
that fo rmatio n o f the research gro up 
and listing o f energy related research 
is “ o ne o f the mo st impo rtant things to 
happen in Ohio .” 
He said the gro up co uld result in 
Ohio being “ No . 1 in energy research.” 


During the regular meeting, the 
bo ard ado pted a rev ised rule dealing 
with appro v al o f do cto ral pro grams 
and do cto ral degrees awarded by 
univ ersities. 


The actio n fo llo wed co nsiderable 
debate o n a pro v isio n that represen­ 
tativ es o f the Univ ersity o f Day to n and 
Case Western Reserv e Univ ersity -

Chairman J ames A. No rto n to ld 
Regent Do nald Huber o f Day to n that

but 
educatio n fo r 
all 
Ohio ans.” 
Huber ex pressed co ncern 
abo ut 
permitting priv ate univ ersities to hav e 
a v o ice in appro v ing pro grams at 
public institutio ns. And Regent Paul 
Belcher o f Akro n said he had “ grav e 
do ubts” abo ut the legality o f allo wing 
the Adv iso ry Co mmittee o f Graduate 
Deans to appro v e pro grams at priv ate 
institutio ns.

“ high” o n an o range. Whatev er the 
reaso n, I think it is impo rtant to un­ 
derstand drugs fo r what they really 
are. 
A drug by definitio n is any chemical 
substance that changes the structure 
o r functio n o f bo dy tissue. No w if y o u 
think abo ut that fo r a minute, that 
wo uld make just abo ut any thing we 
swallo w o r o therwise put into o ur 
bo dies, a drug. Fo r the sake o f co n­ 
v enience, 
ho wev er, 
we 
do 
no t 
generally classify fo o d as a drug, but it 
is impo rtant to realize that ev ery thing 
we put into o ur bo dies affects o ur 
bo dies. 
Take sugar as an ex ample. The 
chemical fo rmula fo r sugar is C12 H22 
Oil. It has been kno wn fo r so me time 
that sugar affects the insulin lev el in 
o ur bo dies, and in large do ses may be 
dangero us o r ev en fatal to so me 
peo ple. At the same time sugar giv es 
us energy and to so me ex tent seems to 
be impo rtant in the pro per functio ning 
o f the bo dy . 
The po int is that sugar itself is really 
neither go o d no r bad, it depends o n 
ho w o ne uses it. The o bject is to get the 
right amo unt o f the right chemicals in 
the right place at the right time. 
Ano ther way o f say ing this is that we 
need a go o d steady diet to stay happy 
and healthy . Any o ne who has ev er had 
a sto mach ache fro m eating to o much 
cho co late can tell y o u what it is like to 
put to o much o f the wro ng chemical in 
the wro ng place at the wro ng time, 
likewise, if we do n’t get the right 
chemicals in the right amo unt we can 
beco me v ery sick. 
We will discuss the v ario us drugs, 
(chemicals), in greater detail in the 
upco ming articles, but fo r right no w 
y o u might sto p and think fo r a mo ment 
what 
an 
incredible and co mplex 
wo nder y o ur bo dy is, and remember 
that ho w well it do es what y o u want it 
to do depends a great deal o n what y o u 
put into it. Yo u hav e o nly o ne bo dy , and 
if y o u do n’t take care o f it, y o u wo n’t be 
aro und v ery lo ng. 
Take the time to find o ut ho w y o ur 
bo dy wo rks, and the things that keep it 
wo rking. 
Perhaps we wo uldn’t need so many 
o f the chemicals called “ medicine” if 
we ate mo re o f the right chemicals 
called “ fo o d” .

WASHINGTON (AP) - A key Ho use 
co mmittee, appro v ing a new tax 
designed to enco urage utilities to 
switch to co al, wants a lev y half as stiff 
as President Carter pro po sed. 
The 19 -1 v o te Friday by the Way s 
and Means Co mmittee appro v ed a tax 
o n industy and utilities using o il and 
natural gas to raise $44,6 billio n, 
co mpared with the $9 0.5 billio n Car­ 
ter’s pro po sal wo uld hav e raised. 
The tax wo uld be in effect fro m 19 79 
to 19 85 
The panel is ex pected to decide nex t 
week o n a sy stem fo r returning to 
industries and utilities mo st o f the 
mo ney they wo uld hav e to pay under 
the lev y . 
Officials hav e said the tax appro v ed 
by the co mmittee wo uld result in a 
sav ings equiv alent to 3 millio n barrels 
o f o il daily by 19 85 . Carter’s pro po sal 
env isio ned sav ing 3 .3 millio n barrels 
daily . 
The entire administratio n energy 
pro gram, pro po sed in April, aims at 
sav ing ro ughly 4.5 millio n barrels o f o il 
daily . The co untry currently uses 17.4 
millio n barrels o f o il a day . 
The co mmittee appro v ed sev eral 
ex emptio ns, including o ne to permit 
firms to use 5 0,000 barrels o f o il a y ear, 
o r an equiv alent amo unt o f natural 
gas, befo re the tax takes effect. 
Carter pro po sed a sm allusers 
ex emptio n o f 85 ,000 barrels o f o il a 
y ear, but said firms using mo re than 
25 0,000 barrels annually sho uld pay the 
tax o n their full co nsumptio n. 
TTie co mmittee called fo r a tax o f 3 0 
cents a barrel to begin in 19 79 , rising 
gradually to $3 a barrel by 19 85 . Carter 
wanted a tax starting at 9 0 cents in 19 79 
and rising to $3 in 19 85 . 
Industrial natural gas wo uld be 
tax ed at 20 cents per 1,000 cubic feet in 
19 79 , reaching $1.10 in 19 85 . That 
co mpares with Carter’s reco mmended 
av erage o f 3 9 cents in 19 79 and $1.89 in 
19 85 .

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Between 
500 and 1,000 scientists at Ohio 
universities are ready to put ‘their 
shoulders to the wheel” in an attack on 
the energy shortage, the chairman of 
the Board of Regents said Friday. 
Marvin Warner of Cincinnati said 
the 12 state-supported universities and 
two private colleges have submitted a 
list of 325 energy conservation projects 
they are prepared to pursue. 


He said the regents hope to authorize 
the institutions within 30 days to apply 
for federal funding for the various 
programs. 
The schools are cooperating with the 
Ohio 
Energy 
Resource 
and 
Development Agency (OERDA) to 
bring all of their research potential to 
bear on the problem. 
Warner told a news conference 
before the regular regents meeting 
that formation of the research group 
and listing of energy related research 
is “one of the most important things to 
happen in Ohio.” 
He said the group could result in 
Ohio being “No. I in energy research.” 


During the regular meeting, the 
board adopted a revised rule dealing 
with approval of doctoral programs 
and doctoral degrees awarded by 
universities. 


The action followed considerable 
debate on a provision that represen­ 
tatives of the University of Dayton and 
Case Western Reserve University- 
private colleges—serve with officials 
of the 12 state universities to plan and 
coordinate the development of new 
doctoral degree programs. 
Chairman James A. Norton told 
Regent Donald Huber of Dayton that 
the “challenge” of the regents was 
“not to worry about public or private 
institutions but education for all 
Ohioans.” 
Huber expressed concern about 
permitting private universities to have 
a voice in approving programs at 
public institutions. And Regent Paul 
Belcher of Akron said he had “grave 
doubts” about the legality of allowing 
the Advisory Committee of Graduate 
Deans to approve programs at private 
institutions. 
The board also approved ap­ 
pointment of an advisory committee to 
help establish six Area Health 
Education Centers in Ohio. Creation of 
the 16 member committee was 
necessary to allow federal financing of 
the health centers. 
The purpose of the health centers is 
to try to funnel more adequately 
trained health personnel into areas of 
the state which suffer from a lack of 
health services.

Reduced A gain 
CINCINNATI (AP) - The Folger 
Coffee Co. has reduced the price of 
coffee for the second time since it 
peaked at $4-43 per pound May 12. 
The decrease of 30 cents per pound, 
announced Thursday, has brought the 
price down 75 cents, the company said. 
Pat Hayes, a company spokesman, 
said the reductions reflect wholesale 
price declines in green coffee prices. 
Hayes said a significant industry­ 
wide decline had been noted in con­ 
sumer coffee sales during the past 
several months. He said the decline 
was “in excess of 20 per cent.” 
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drug is. Maybe the word drug scares 
us. Maybe we think that medicine and 
drugs are the same thing. Or maybe 
we just can’t picture some one getting 
“high” on an orange. Whatever the 
reason, I think it is important to un­ 
derstand drugs for what they really 
are. 
A drug by definition is any chemical 
substance that changes the structure 
or function of body tissue. Now if you 
think about that for a minute, that 
would make just about anything we 
swallow or otherwise put into our 
bodies, a drug. For the sake of con­ 
venience, however, we do not 
generally classify food as a drug, but it 
is important to realize that everything 
we put into our bodies affects our 
bodies. 
Take sugar as an example. The 
chemical formula for sugar is C12 H22 
Oil. It has been known for some time 
that sugar affects the insulin level in 
our bodies, and in large doses may be 
dangerous or even fatal to some 
people. At the same time sugar gives 
us energy and to some extent seems to 
be important in the proper functioning 
of the body. 
The point is that sugar itself is really 
neither good nor bad, it depends on 
how one uses it. The object is to get the 
right amount of the right chemicals in 
the right place at the right time. 
Another way of saying this is that we 
need a good steady diet to stay happy 
and healthy. Anyone who has ever had 
a stomach ache from eating too much 
chocolate can tell you what it is like to 
put too much of the wrong chemical in 
the wrong place at the wrong time, 
likewise, if we don’t get the right 
chemicals in the right amount we can 
become very sick. 
We will discuss the various drugs, 
(chemicals), in greater detail in the 
upcoming articles, but for right now 
you might stop and think for a moment 
what an incredible and complex 
wonder your body is, and remember 
that how well it does what you want it 
to do depends a great deal on what you 
put into it. You have only one body, and 
if you don’t take care of it, you won’t be 
around very long. 
Take the time to find out how your 
body works, and the things that keep it 
working. 
Perhaps we wouldn’t need so many 
of the chemicals called “medicine” if 
we ate more of the right chemicals 
called “food”.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A key House 
committee, approving a new tax 
designed to encourage utilities to 
switch to coal, wants a levy half as stiff 
as President Carter proposed. 
The 19-1 vote Friday by the Ways 
and Means Committee approved a tax 
on industy and utilities using oil and 
natural gas to raise $44.6 billion, 
compared with the $90.5 billion Car­ 
ter’s proposal would have raised. 
The tax would be in effect from 1979 
to 1985. 
The panel is expected to decide next 
week on a system for returning to 
industries and utilities most of the 
money they would have to pay under 
the levy. 
Officials have said the tax approved 
by the committee would result in a 
savings equivalent to 3 million barrels 
of oil daily by 1985. Carter’s proposal 
envisioned saving 3.3 million barrels 
daily. 
The entire administration energy 
program, proposed in April, aims at 
saving roughly 4.5 million barrels of oil 
daily. The country currently uses 17.4 
million barrels of oil a day. 
The committee approved several 
exemptions, including one to permit 
firms to use 50,000 barrels of oil a year, 
or an equivalent amount of natural 
gas, before the tax takes effect. 
Carter proposed a smallusers 
exemption of 85,000 barrels of oil a 
year, but said firms using more than 
250,000 barrels annually should pay the 
tax on their full consumption. 
The committee called for a tax of 30 
cents a barrel to begin in 1979, rising 
gradually to $3 a barrel by 1985. Carter 
wanted a tax starting at 90 cents in 1979 
and rising to $3 in 1985. 
Industrial natural gas would be 
taxed at 20 cents per 1,000 cubic feet in 
1979, reaching $1.10 in 1985. That 
compares with Carter’s recommended 
average of 39 cents in 1979 and $1.89 in 
1985.

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Fireblight Affects 
Apples And Pears 


Poison Ivy Season Is Here 


Fireblight, caused by a bacterium, is 
a v ery - destructiv e disease of apple and 
pear. It is a disease of more than 70 
other plant species including quince, 
py racantha, spirea, hawthorn, and 
mountain ash.

IN APPLE 
Although it affects blossoms, twigs, 
leav es and fruits of apple and pear, 
twigblight is the most obv ious phase, 
leav es on infected terminals suddenly 
become light to dark brown and 
rem ain attached throughout the 
summer and fall. The ends of infected 
shoots bend down and back resembling 
a shepherd’s crook . Howev er, the first 
ev idence of fireblight is usually 
blossom blight. The blossoms suddenly 
wilt and turn brown to black . 
As infection progresses down the 
pedicels, the tissues become water- 
soak ed and dark green, then brown. 
Droplets of milk y ooze appear on the 
surface of infected tissues. These 
drops contain thousands of bacteria 
capable of inciting new infections. 
Infection may continue down into the 
spur and into the leav es and wood. 
Twigblight start with infection of the 
y oung tender growing tip. Once 
established, infection can Anov e 
rapidly , 8 to 12 inches per day , toward 
the base of the twig and on into older 
wood. By late summer, cank ers can be 


seen on the older wood at the base of 
dead twigs and branches. In the 
spring, bacteria ooze from the margins 
of these cank ers and are spread by 
insects, rain, and wind. 


Control: Fireblight, lik e most plant 
bacterial diseases, is v ery hard to 
control but can be greatly reduced by 
planting the more resistant cultiv ars, 
using good sanitary practices and 
spray ing properly . Although fireblight 
can and does occur on all common 
cultiv ars of apple and pear, it is most 
destructiv e to 
Jonathan, 
Rome 
Beauty , Wealthy , Transparent and 
Idared apples and Bartlett, Clapp 
Fav orite, and Bose pears. Howev er, 
most of the more desirable pear 
cultiv ars are so susceptible that 
fireblight is a serious problem. 
Sanitation consists of thoroughly 
ex amining the trees at least once a 
week from the time blossoms appear 
in the spring until early August, and 
immediately remov ing all blighted 
twigs, spurs, etc. Break or cut infected 
parts off 6 to 8 inches below the lowest 
point of v isible infection. If remov al is 
made by cuts, av oid spreading the 
bacteria by disinfecting the blades of 
the cutting tool by dipping them in 10 
percent household bleach solution 
between each cut. Before mov ing on to 
something else, remov e this diseased 
material from the v icinity of the trees 
and bum. bury , or otherwise dispose of 
it. 
Use 
nitrogen 
fertilizers 
v ery 
sparingly around pears and suscej> 
tible apple cultiv ars. 
Streptomy cin, an antibiotic, is the 
most effectiv e spray material. Use a 
spray of 50 to 100 parts per million. For 
the more susceptible apple cultiv ars 3 
spray s of 50 parts per million applied 
in early bloom, full bloom and petal- 
fall are usually adequate. For pears, 
use 100 parts per million and apply the 
first spray when the first blossoms 
open Apply additional spray s ev ery 4 
or 5 day s through the bloom period. 
Although there are highly purified 
streptomy cin 
preparations, 
the 
agricultural grade is v ery satisfactory 
and much more reasonably priced. 


Harvest Wheat 
Early For 


..... Higher Yield

There are some adv antages to be 
gained from harv esting wheat early , 
about June 25, it was reported recently 
by 
Delbert M. 
By g, Ex tension 
Agricultural Engineer at The Ohio 
State Univ ersity , He suggested that 
the ideal time to start harv esting is 
when wheat reaches 20 per cent 
moisture. Total y ield will be the 
greatest then, with highest test 
weights and less due to shatter, birds, 
rodents, and machine harv est. 


Of cours« , dry ing facilities will be 
required for wheat harv ested at 20 per 
cent moisture, or arrangements may 
be made for custom dry ing. 


Starting harv est at 20 per cent 
moisture rather than waiting until 
wheat dries down to 14 per cent can 
mean putting an ex tra 1 to 3 bushels 
per acre in the elev ator. There is 
usually less trouble with secondary 
weed growth, too, when harv est is 
early . 
If starting at 20 per cent is good, 
would starting at 25 per cent be better? 
No, By g said, because k ernel damage 
would increase from 1 per cent to 4 per 
cent for more. Mark et penalties would 
increase by 12 to 18 cents a bushel or $6 
to $9 an acre. 
The idea is to start harv est when the 
wheat tests 20 per cent moisture and 
finish up before it drops below 14 per 
cent, said the engineer.

“ leaflets three, let it be" is the old 
say ing people hav e used to warn their 
children against poison iv y . And, it will 
work today . Just k eep in mind the 
characteristic three leaflets and that' 
the flowers and fruit are alway s in 
clusters on slender Stems that 
originate in the ax is of the leav es! 
Fruits usually hav e a white, wax y 
appearance and ordinarily are not 
hairy ; howev er, they may be, in some 
forms. Also, the plants do not alway s 
flower and bear fruit. 


POISON IVY 


Elton M. Smith, Ex tension Hor­ 
ticulturist at the Ohio State Univ ersity , 
tells us that poison iv y grows in sev eral 
forms. (1) woody v ines attached to 
trees or objects for support, (2) erect 
woody shrubs without support, and (3) 
trailing shrubs, mostly on the ground. 


Usually , it is found in the v ine form, 
he say s. Poison iv y flourishes in the 
woods, any place where soil moisture 
is plentiful, or in v ery dry sites on the 
most ex posed hillsides. Mostly , the 
plants are seen along fence rows, 
edges of paths and roadway s, ov er 
rock walls and climbing posts and 
trees. It is not unusual to find poison 
iv y in the home landscape among 
trees, shrubs and perennial flower 
gardens. 
The sk in irritant of poison iv y is 
found in all parts of the plant, in­ 
cluding roots and fruit, with the 
greatest amount in the sap. Poisoning 
is usually , but not alway s, caused by 
contact with some part of the plant. A 
v ery small quantity of the poisonous 
substance is capable or producing 
sev ere inflamation of the sk in and can 
easily be transferred from one object 
to another. Clothing may become 
contaminated and is often a source of 
prolonged infection. Dogs and cats, 
after touching the plant, can transmit 
the poison to humans. Smok e from 
burning plants will carry the tox in and 
has been reported to cause sev ere 
cases of poisoning. 


You can control poison iv y by 
mechanical means or with herbicides. 
When the soil is soft, following rains, 
roots can be dug and pulled out in long 
pieces. If roots break off in the ground, 
sprouting usually occurs from the 
remaining sections. Eradication by 
grubbing is permanent if well done; 
howev er, care should by tak en to av oid 
contact with the plants. Clothing, in­ 
cluding the glov es, should be washed 
thoroughly or burned after use, Smith 
say s. 


Poison iv y v ines climbing on trees 
should be cut at the base and as many

Firebiight, caused by a bacterium, is 
a very destructive disease of apple and 
pear. It is a disease of more than 70 
other plant species including quince, 
pyracantha, spirea, hawthorn, and 
mountain ash. 


FIREBLIGHT 
IN APPLE 
Although it affects blossoms, twigs, 
leaves and fruits of apple and pear, 
twigblight is the most obvious phase. 
Leaves on infected terminals suddenly 
become light to dark brown and 
remain attached throughout the 
summer and fall. The ends of infected 
shoots bend down and back resembling 
a shepherd’s crook. However, the first 
evidence of firebiight is usually 
blossom blight. The blossoms suddenly 
wilt and turn brown to black. 
As infection progresses down the 
pedicels, the tissues become water- 
soaked and dark green, then brown. 
Droplets of milky ooze appear on the 
surface of infected tissues. These 
drops contain thousands of bacteria 
capable of inciting new infections. 
Infection may continue down into the 
spur and into the leaves and wood. 
Twigblight start with infection of the 
young tender growing tip. Once 
established, infection can tnove 
rapidly, 8 to 12 inches per day, toward 
the base of the twig and on into older 
wood. By late summer, cankers can be 


seen on the older wood at the base of 
dead twigs and branches. In the 
spring, bacteria ooze from the margins 
of these cankers and are spread by 
insects, rain, and wind. 


Control: Firebiight, like most plant 
bacterial diseases, is very hard to 
control but can be greatly reduced by 
planting the more resistant cultivar, 
using good sanitary practices and 
spraying properly. Although firebiight 
can and does occur on all common 
cultivars of apple and pear, it is most 
destructive to Jonathan, Rome 
Beauty, Wealthy, Transparent and 
Idared apples and Bartlett, Clapp 
Favorite, and Bose pears. However, 
most of the more desirable pear 
cultivars are so susceptible that 
firebiight is a serious problem. 
Sanitation consists of thoroughly 
examining the trees at least once a 
week from the time blossoms appear 
in the spring until early August, and 
immediately removing all blighted 
twigs, spurs, etc. Break or cut infected 
parts off 6 to 8 inches below the lowest 
point of visible infection. If removal is 
made by cuts, avoid spreading the 
bacteria by disinfecting the blades of 
the cutting tool by dipping them in IO 
percent household bleach solution 
between each cut. Before moving on to 
something else, remove this diseased 
material from the vicinity of the trees 
and burn, bury, or otherwise dispose of 
it. 
Use nitrogen fertilizers very 
sparingly around pears and suscep­ 
tible apple cultivars. 
Streptomycin, an antibiotic, is the 
most effective spray material. Use a 
spray of 50 to IOO parts per million. For 
the more susceptible apple cultivars 3 
sprays of 50 parts per million applied 
in early bloom, full bloom and petal- 
fall are usually adequate. For pears, 
use IOO parts per million and apply the 
first spray when the first blossoms 
open. Apply additional sprays every 4 
or 5 days through the bloom period. 
Although there are highly purified 
streptomycin 
preparations, 
the 
agricultural grade is very satisfactory 
and much more reasonably priced. 


H arvest W heat 
Early For 
H igher Y ie ld

There are some advantages to be 
gained from harvesting wheat early, 
about June 25, it was reported recently 
by Delbert M. Byg, Extension 
Agricultural Engineer at The Ohio 
State University. He suggested that 
the ideal time to start harvesting is 
when wheat reaches 20 per cent 
moisture. Total yield will be the 
greatest then, with highest test 
weights and less due to shatter, birds, 
rodents, and machine harvest. 


Of course, drying facilities will be 
required for wheat harvested at 20 per 
cent moisture, or arrangements may 
be made for custom drying. 
Starting harvest at 20 per cent 
moisture rather than waiting until 
wheat dries down to 14 per cent can 
mean putting an extra I to 3 bushels 
per acre in the elevator. There is 
usually less trouble with secondary 
weed growth, too, when harvest is 
early. 
If starting at 20 per cent is good, 
would starting at 25 per cent be better? 
No, Byg said, because kernel damage 
would increase from I per cent to 4 per 
cent for more. Market penalties would 
increase by 12 to 18 cents a bushel or $6 
to $9 an acre. 
The idea is to start harvest when the 
wheat tests 20 per cent moisture and 
finish up before it drops below 14 per 
cent, said the engineer.

POISON IVY 


Elton M. Smith, Extension Hor­ 
ticulturist at the Ohio State University, 
tells us that poison ivy grows in several 
forms: (I) woody vines attached to 
trees or objects for support, (2) erect 
woody shrubs without support, and (3) 
trailing shrubs, mostly on the ground. 


Usually, it is found in the vine form, 
he says. Poison ivy flourishes in the 
woods, any place where soil moisture 
is plentiful, or in very dry sites on the 
most exposed hillsides. Mostly, the 
plants are seen along fence rows, 
edges of paths and roadways, over 
rock walls and climbing posts and 
trees. It is not unusual to find poison 
ivy in the home landscape among 
trees, shrubs and perennial flower 
gardens. 
The skin irritant of poison ivy is 
found in all parts of the plant, in­ 
cluding roots and fruit, with the 
greatest amount in the sap. Poisoning 
is usually, but not always, caused by 
contact with some part of the plant. A 
very small quantity of the poisonous 
substance is capable of producing 
severe inflamation of the skin and can 
easily be transferred from one object 
to another. Clothing may become 
contaminated and is often a source of 
prolonged infection. Dogs and cats, 
after touching the plant, can transmit 
the poison to humans. Smoke from 
burning plants will carry the toxin and 
has been reported to cause severe 
cases of poisoning. 
You can control poison ivy by 
mechanical means or with herbicides. 
When the soil is soft, following rains, 
roots can be dug and pulled out in long 
pieces. If roots break off in the ground, 
sprouting usually occurs from the 
remaining sections. Eradication by 
grubbing is permanent if well done; 
however, care should by taken to avoid 
contact with the plants. Clothing, in­ 
cluding the gloves, should be washed 
thoroughly or burned after use, Smith 
says. 


Poison ivy vines climbing on trees

An interesting fo o d additiv e with the 
same sweetening pro perties as o r* 
dinary sugar is actually av ailable to 
the U.S. Market, and it isn’t saccarin. 
It’s x y lito l. The fo llo wing info rmatio n 
was sent fro m the Xy lito l Pro ducts 
Info rmatio n Bureau alo ng with sev eral 
samples o f peppermint gum sweetened 
with x y lito l. I passed the gum aro und 
the o ffice and it was quite tasty . 


’ Finnish scientists at the Univ ersity 
o f Turku repo rt studies sho wing that 
an o bscure pro duct kno wn as x y lito l 
has the same sweetening pro perties as 
o rdinary sugar, y et is no n-cario genic 
when used as the sweetening agent in 
chewing gum. The gum used in their 
tests is just beco ming av ailable in the 
U.S. 
The Finnish dental researchers hav e 
studied x y lito l since 19 7 2, mo st 
recently co mpleting tests in which 
x y lito l chewing gum was co mpared 
with a regular sucro se gum.

But in fact, o ur children 
are no t permitted to hav e a candy bar 
befo re dinner because we do n’t think 
it’s go o d fo r them. They can hav e the 
candy bar so me o ther time. 
Currently what’s happening is 
children are buy ing candy and so da 
po p fo r meals rather than getting a 
go o d quality meal at lunch. At a time 
when we’re beginning to reco gnize 
nutritio nal 
pro blems 
in 
y o ung 
children, it’s impo rtant that the scho o l 
setting pro v ide an ex ample fo r healthy 
eating habits. 
Sev eral scho o l districts and at least 
o ne state hav e tried to ban co mpetitiv e 
fo o ds fro m public scho o l v ending 
machines. The West Virginia Bo ard o f 
Educatio n v o ted unanimo usly to ban 
such sales beginning last y ear and 
dev elo ped a list o f fo o d alternativ es 
that co uld be so ld such as fruits, nuts, 
so ups, dairy pro ducts and ev en 
pretzels.

Unemplo y ment fell to 6 .9 per cent o f 
the labo r fo rce in May despite a sub­ 
stantial 3%,000 perso n increase in the 
labo r fo rce. This is the lo west jo bless 
rate in 30 mo nths, do wn fro m 7 per cent 
in April, and reflects a 38 5,000 increase 
in the number o f perso ns with jo bs. 
Increasing emplo y ment suggests that 
perso nal inco me sho uld co ntinue to 
rise, pro v iding co ntinued stimulus fo r 
eco no mic gro wth ev en if so me o f the 
lo nger emplo y ed wo rkers begin to 
replenish sav ings in the mo nths ahead.

U.S. fo o d bill to taled just under $200 
billio n in 19 76 , up 7 per cent fro m the 
y ear befo re. This reflects a 3 per cent 
increase in av erage fo o d prices, the 
smallest increase since 19 71, and a 
sizeable increase in to tal fo o d use. 
Abo ut 75 per cent o f this was spent fo r 
fo o d co nsumed at ho me while the 
remainder was spent at restaurants, 
fast fo o d sto res and o ther establish­ 
ments away fro m ho me.

Farm equipment purchases hav e

Wheat prices lo o k to remain under 
weakening pressure based upo n recent 
repo rts o f cro p co nditio ns in the U.S. 
and 
U.S.S.R. 
Agriculture 
Dept, 
estimates the 19 77 winter wheat cro p in 
the U.S. at 1.53 billio n bushels, giv en 
J une 1 co nditio ns. This is 3 per cent 
abo v e the mo nth earlier estimate and 
significantly abo v e last December’s 
pro jectio ns fo r 1.44 billio n bushels. 
Thus, the winter wheat harv est, abo ut 
75 per cent o f the to tal wheat cro p, 
wo uld be just sho rt o f last y ear’s 1.57 
billio n bushels and 8 per cent belo w the 
reco rd 1.6 5 billio n bushels in 19 75. In 
additio n, wheat carry o v er lo o ks to be 
1.1 billio n bushels, abo ut three times 
mo re than during the early part o f the 
19 70’s. Fav o rable weather this spring 
in the So v iet Unio n suggests a huge 
grain cro p there this y ear, perhaps as 
high as 215 millio n metric to ns, their 
third largest. Thus, So v iet purchases 
o f U.S. wheat may be relativ ely small 
in 19 77-78 .

This may be o ne o f the best y ears to 
mulch y o ur flo wer and v egetable 
cro ps. 


Mulch is a lay er o f peat mo ss, 
shredded bark, o r similar material 
that y o u spread o n the surface o f the 
so il under and aro und plants. Mulches 
impro v e plant gro wth, enhance the 
appearance o f the landscape, and 
reduce time spent in maintenance. 


The mo st co mmo n reaso n fo r using 
mulches is to eliminate o r at least 
retard weeds, say s Elto n M. Smith, 
Ex tensio n Ho rticulturist at The Ohio 
State Univ ersity . Where the mulch 
lay er is sufficiently deep, few weeds 
will gro w. Also , by reducing the 
amo unt o f so il water ev apo ratio n, 
mulches co nserv e mo isture that is 
particularly 
impo rtant 
during 
dro ughty perio ds such as tho se being 
witnessed in mo st areas o f the state 
no w. 


Mulches help maintain a unifo rm 
so il temperature, Smith say s. They act 
as an insulatio n in keeping the so il 
warmer during co o l spells and co o ler 
during the warm mo nths. By main­ 
taining unifo rm so il temperatures, 
freeze-thaw cy cles during the winter 
are retarded and heav ing o f perennial 
plants is reduced. 


Mulch increases the water ho lding 
capacity o f light, sandy so ils and in­ 
creases aeratio n o f heav y , clay so ils as 
the mulch gradually beco mes mix ed 
with the basic so il. 


Organiced mulches serv e as fo o d fo r 
many micro -o rganisms fo und in the 
so il. During deco mpo sitio n o f the 
o rganic material, so il micro -o rganism 
secrete a 
sticky material 
that 
pro mo tes the granulatio n o f the so il. 
The mulch also maintains mo re stable 
temperatures fo r the activ ity o f the 
mircro -o rganisms can prev ail at an 
ev en rate. 
Mulches also serv e to keep leav es, 
flo wers and fruits o f plants free fro m 
so il. 
This 
is 
v ery 
impo rtant 
in 
strawberry pro ductio n, to mato es, a 
ro ck garden, etc. 
The time to apply a mulch is in mid­ 
spring when the so il has sufficiently 
warmed up fo r activ e ro o t gro wth. If 
applied to o early , it will keep the so il 
to o co o l and ro o t gro wth will be slo wed. 


crushing and ex po rts eased back in 
respo nse to high so y bean prices and 
related high prices fo r so y bean meal 
which make it less co mpetitiv e with 
co tto nseed meal and meat scraps as a 
pro tein feed ingredient. May do mestic 
crush fell to 6 3 millio n bushels fro m 8 0 
millio n last May and ex po rts fell to 11 
millio n bushels weekly fro m 15 millio n 
earlier this spring.

If planting is do ne in the fall, apply 
mulch immediately so that so il tem­ 
peratures will be kept warmer lo nger. 
Mo st mulches sho uld be applied at 
least 2 to 3 inches deep o v er the entire 
area where plants are being gro wn. 
Herbaceo us plants that require winter 
pro tectio n may require an additio nal 1 
to 2 inches, in autumn aro und the 
cro wn o r base o f the plant. 
So me mulches such as straw, strawy 
manure and v ario us kinds o f hulls o f 
grains may hav e seed o f weeds in them 
and in apply ing these mulches, y o u 
may intro duce new weeds in y o ur 
garden. 
Often, additio nal fertilizer is needed 


to reduce the chance o f nitro gen 
deficiency to y o ur gro wing plants. 
Unless the mulch is well ro tted, it will 
use nitro gen bacteria fro m the so il in 
its pro cess o f deteriatio n. Once the 
material is deco mpo sed, it releases the 
nitro gen back to the so il, but this may 
be to o late fo r y o ur v egetable cro p o r 
flo wer garden gro wth. Weed chips, 
sawdust, crushed co rnco bs, straw, 
shredded bark and the like need ad­ 
ditio ns o f fertilizer. Apply a co mplete 
lawn o r garden fertilizer at the rate o f 
two po unds per 100 square feet ahead 
o f the mulch applicatio n. If fo liage o f 
plants beco mes y ello w during the 
gro wing seaso n, apply mo re fertilizer.

An interesting food additive with the 
same sweetening properties as or­ 
dinary sugar is actually available to 
the U.S. Market, and it isn’t saccarin. 
It’s xylitol. The following information 
was sent from the Xylitol Products 
Information Bureau along with several 
samples of peppermint gum sweetened 
with xylitol. I passed the gum around 
the office and it was quite tasty. 


“Finnish scientists at the University 
of Turku report studies showing that 
an obscure product known as xylitol 
has the same sweetening properties as 
ordinary sugar, yet is non-cariogenic 
when used as the sweetening agent in 
chewing gum. The gum used in their 
tests is just becoming available in the 
U.S. 
The Finnish dental researchers have 
studied xylitol since 1972, most 
recently completing tests in which 
xylitol chewing gum was compared 
with a regular sucrose gum. Among 
IOO students, one group ate a typical 
sucrose sweetened diet, including 
ordinary gum, while another group ate 
the same food but chewed from three 
to seven pieces of xylitol gum daily. 
The all-sucrose group averaged three 
new cavities after a year while the 
xylitol group did not develop a single 
new cavity. The sweetener used in tile 
gum was the only difference. 
A larger test, involving 450 junior 
high school students, has just been 
funded on Long Island, New York, by 
the National Institute of Dental 
Research. In this $210,000 project, the 
students will compare the results of 
chewing xylitol-sweetened sugarless 
gum with ordinary sugarless gum, 
over a period of three years. 
Xylitol has been known for years 
since it occurs naturally in many 
plants, and is manufactured by the 
human body, but the Finns have 
succeeded in producing it com­ 
mercially by extracting it from birch 
trees. New chewing gum made with 
xylitol is being sold in Europe and the 
United States. Xylitol has been listed 
as a safe food additive by the FDA 
since 1963.

“The issue of whether USDA should 
regulate the sale of competitive foods 
in school cafeterias during mealtimes 
will be the center of debate when the 
Senate Agriculture Committee’s child 
nutrition bill (s.1420) reaches the floor 
sometime this month. 
Current law prohibits USDA from 
regulating the sale of competitive 
foods during regular school mealtimes 
when proceeds from those sales 
benefit schools or student activities. 
Thus, candy, gum, soft drinks and 
similar items now can be sold from 
vending machines at any time unless 
an individual state or local school 
board disapproves. 
The Committee bill includes a 
provision sponsored by Sen. Clifford P. 
Chase (R-N.J.) that in effect would 
restore USDA’s authority to limit the 
types of competitive foods that could 
be sold. The Department lost that 
authority in 1972; the Senate has voted 
twice since then to restore it but has 
been overruled in conferences with the 
House. 
Some Senators, backed by candy 
industry and other lobbyists, are ex­ 
pected to fight the case provision on 
the floor. 
The Case provision is supported by 
Agriculture Secretary Bob Berglad, 
the American School Food Service 
Association (ASFSA), the Society for 
Nutrition Education (SNE), and other 
nutrition groups. All stress that it 
would not ban vending machines from 
schools but only allow USDA to limit 
vended 
foods 
to 
“ more 
nutritional”altematives such as fruits 
and dairy products. 
Many of these vending machines 
dispense items which I don’t allow my 
kids to have before they eat their 
lunch, and there are some who say 
that’s undemocratic, Bergland said 
recently on television in response to a 
questioneer. But in fact, our children 
are not permitted to have a candy bar 
before dinner because we don’t think 
ifs good for them. They can have the 
candy bar some other time. 
Currently what’s happening is 
children are buying candy and soda 
pop for meals rather than getting a 
good quality meal at lunch. At a time 
when we’re beginning to recognize 
nutritional 
problems 
in 
young 
children, it’s important that the school 
setting provide an example for healthy 
eating habits. 
Several school districts and at least 
one state have tried to ban competitive 
foods from public school vending 
machines. The West Virginia Board of 
Education voted unanimously to ban 
such sales beginning last year and 
developed a list of food alternatives 
that could be sold such as fruits, nuts, 
soups, dairy products and even 
pretzels. 
Although 
response 
by 
local 
educators to the junk food ban was 
reportedly favorable, the state 
legislature reversed the ban, retaining 
only the recommended food list. 
If yod feel strongly about junk food 
being allowed to be sold during 
mealtime at school, write your U.S.

ECONOMIC in f o r m a t io n r e l a t i n g t o a g r ic u l t u r e 


Unemployment fell to 6.9 per cent of 
the labor force in May despite a sub­ 
stantial 398,000 person increase in the 
labor force. This is the lowest jobless 
rate in 30 months, down from 7 per cent 
in April, and reflects a 385,000 increase 
in the number of persons with jobs. 
Increasing employment suggests that 
personal income should continue to 
rise, providing continued stimulus for 
economic growth even if some of the 
longer employed workers begin to 
replenish savings in the months ahead. 
, But, rising employment is also causing 
more people, particularly women, to 
enter the job market. In May, 62.2 per 
cent of the non-institutionalized 
civilian population over 16 years of age 
was either employed or seeking 
employment, the highest labor force 
participation rate on record. 


U.S. food bill totaled just under $200 
billion in 1976, up 7 per cent from the 
year before. This reflects a 3 per cent 
increase in average food prices, the 
smallest increase since 1971, and a 
sizeable increase in total food use. 
About 75 per cent of this was spent for 
food consumed at home while the 
remainder was spent at restaurants, 
fast food stores and other establish­ 
ments away from home. On the 
average, food expenditures accounted 
for 16.8 per cent of total disposable 
personal income, down from 17.1 per 
cent in 1975. 


Farm equipment purchases have 
been mixed so far this year, however, 
outlook for the remainder of the year 
suggests that sales are likely to lag 
behind last year. Tractor sales through 
April were down 0.6 per cent from last 
year while baler sales were up slightly. 
Combine sales declined 13 per cent and 
mower-conditioner sales were off 24 
per cent. For tractors, sales of both 4- 
wheel drive and under IOO h.p. units 
have declined while sales of 2-wheel 
drive, IOO h.p. plus units increased 16 
per cent. Wholesale prices are up 
about 9 per cent, but large dealer in­ 
ventories are moderating retail price 
increases. Outlook for cash receipts by 
farmers is uncertain, but most of any 
gain is expected from livestock rather 
than grain, thus demand for new 
equipment may not be particularly 
strong through balance of 1977. 


Wheat prices look to remain under 
weakening pressure based upon recent 
reports of crop conditions in the U.S. 
and U.S.S.R. Agriculture Dept, 
estimates the 1977 winter wheat crop in 
the U.S. at 1.53 billion bushels, given 
June I conditions. This is 3 per cent 
above the month earlier estimate and 
significantly above last December’s 
projections for 1.44 billion bushels. 
Thus, the winter wheat harvest, about 
75 per cent of the total wheat crop, 
would be just short of last year’s 1.57 
billion bushels and 8 per cent below the 
record 1.65 billion bushels in 1975. In 
addition, wheat carryover looks to be 
1.1 billion bushels, about three times 
more than during the early part of the 
1970’s. Favorable weather this spring 
in the Soviet Union suggests a huge 
grain crop there this year, perhaps as 
high as 215 million metric tons, their 
third largest. Thus, Soviet purchases 
of U.S. wheat may be relatively small 
in 1977-78.

This may be one of the best years to 
mulch your flower and vegetable 
crops. 


Mulch is a layer of peat moss, 
shredded bark, or similar material 
that you spread on the surface of the 
soil under and around plants. Mulches 
improve plant growth, enhance the 
appearance of the landscape, and 
reduce time spent in maintenance. 


The most common reason for using 
mulches is to eliminate or at least 
retard weeds, says Elton M. Smith, 
Extension Horticulturist at The Ohio 
State University. Where the mulch 
layer is sufficiently deep, few weeds 
will grow. Also, by reducing the 
amount of soil water evaporation, 
mulches conserve moisture that is 
particularly 
im portant 
during 
droughty periods such as those being 
witnessed in most areas of the state 
now. 


Mulches help maintain a uniform 
soil temperature, Smith says. They act 
as an insulation in keeping the soil 
warmer during cool spells and cooler 
during the warm months. By main­ 
taining uniform soil temperatures, 
freeze-thaw cycles during the winter 
are retarded and heaving of perennial 
plants is reduced. 


Mulch increases the water holding 
capacity of light, sandy soils and in­ 
creases aeration of heavy, clay soils as 
the mulch gradually becomes mixed 
with the basic soil. 


Organiced mulches serve as food for 
many micro-organisms found in the 
soil. During decomposition of the 
organic material, soil micro-organism 
secrete a sticky m aterial that 
promotes the granulation of the soil. 
The mulch also maintains more stable 
temperatures for the activity of the 
mircro-organisms can prevail at an 
even rate. 
Mulches also serve to keep leaves, 
flowers and fruits of plants free from 
soil. 
This is very important 
in 
strawberry production, tomatoes, a 
rock garden, etc. 
The time to apply a mulch is in mid- 
spring when the soil has sufficiently 
warmed up for active root growth. If 
applied too early, it will keep the soil 
too cool and root growth will be slowed. 


crushing and exports eased back in 
response to high soybean prices and 
related high prices for soybean meal 
which make it less competitive with 
cottonseed meal and meat scraps as a 
protein feed ingredient. May domestic 
crush fell to 63 million bushels from 80 
million last May and exports fell to ll 
million bushels weekly from 15 million 
earlier this spring. Continued high 
prices appear necessary to hold 
demand down in line with available 
supplies until harvest of new crop 
begins. 


If planting is done in the fall, apply 
mulch immediately so that soil tem­ 
peratures "rill be kept warmer longer. 
Most mulches should be applied at 
least 2 to 3 inches deep over the entire 
area where plants are being grown. 
Herbaceous plants that require winter 
protection may require an additional I 
to 2 inches, in autumn around the 
crown or base of the plant. 
Some mulches such as straw, strawy 
manure and various kinds of hulls of 
grains may have seed of weeds in them 
and in applying these mulches, you 
may introduce new weeds in your 
garden. 
Often, additional fertilizer is needed 


to reduce the chance of nitrogen 
deficiency to your growing plants. 
Unless the mulch is well rotted, it will 
use nitrogen bacteria from the soil in 
its process of deteriation. Once the 
material is decomposed, it releases the 
nitrogen back to the soil, but this may 
be too late for your vegetable crop or 
flower garden growth. Weed chips, 
sawdust, crushed corncobs, straw, 
shredded bark and the like need ad­ 
ditions of fertilizer. Apply a complete 
lawn or garden fertilizer at the rate of 
two pounds per IOO square feet ahead 
of the mulch application. If foliage of 
plants becomes yellow during the 
growing season, apply more fertilizer.

NEW YORK - In the struggle for 
equality between the sexes, many of 
our morals have been struck down. 
Chivalry, for example, has been 
beaten into the 
ground 
as

chauvinistic relic of another era; and 
etiquette now is commonly found in 
books rather than reality. On subways 
and buses, it is ability which dictates 
who gets a seat, not historic etiquette; 
on street comers on a rainy Friday 
afternoon, it is the sprinter who gets 
the taxi, leaving the halt anf lame and 
female spattered and shattered. 
This is progress. 
Yet a curious exception presists in 
this Emily-Post-Is-Extinct-Era . . . on 
elevators, as of old, it is Ladies First. 
Women are allowed, even en­ 
couraged, to enter the elevator first 
and to exit first. It seems that here is 
man’s last chance to show he is really 
gallant after all, and it doesn’t cost 
him anything; on an elevator, he has to 
stand up anyway, so he can afford to be 
generous.

Information in the surveys tends to 
support those analysts who feel the 
jobless rate, now 6.9 per cent, could 
fall toward 6.5 per cent by the end of 
the year, instead of inching back over 7 
as some fear. 
The Help-Wanted Index, a monthly 
measurement of want ads in 51 key 
newspapers, continues to move 
steadily higher after having plunged 
during the recession, reaching a low of 
just 74 in March 1975. 
The index standard is IOO for 1967, 
the alltime high 132 in 1973. The April 
reading of 109 represents a tremen­ 
dous improvement and also suggests 
considerable improvement to come. 
Kenneth Goldstein, in charge of the 
survey for the Conference Board, a 
nonprofit research organization, 
considers it an accurate barometer of 
things to come. It is used by the 
Commerce Department as an official 
figure. 
Another survey, a quarterly study of 
5,000 businessmen by Manpower, Inc. 
and the University of Michigan Survey 
Research Center, is expected to 
confirm the brightening picture when 
released June 28. 
Job forecasts by the Manpower- 
Michigan group for the first two 
quarters were highly optimistic and, 


very 
said survey sponsors, “were 
accurate predictors of what has ac­ 
tually happened.” 
Based on answers from 700 em­ 
ployers, the College Placement 
Council expects job hunting for college 
graduates to continue to be easier in 
1978. The current year represented a 
decided improvement over 1976. 
Employers hired 18 per cent more 
grads than a year ago, and more than 
half the respondents said they ex­ 
pected to employ about the same 
number in the 1977-78 school year.

No, apparently the only realistic and 
reasonable approach to elevator 
behavior is the “common sense 
system” now employed on buses, 
subways and rainy Fridays, whereby a 
woman gets perferential position only 
if she is lithe, quick and clever. 
As some philosopher noted, “Woman 
has found her place in the sun. Now let 
her fine it in the elevator.” 
However, it may be difficult to stop 
the traditional polite shuffling policy 
still in existence, for two basic 
reasons: 
The ladies-first oh the elevator 
procedure is such a simple way for 
man to convince himself, and the 
world, that he is a kind and refined 
person. 
And on elevators—as in airplanes — 
people are more superstitious, if not 
wary, than they are at ground level. 
There is something instinctively 
awesome about defying the law of 
gravity, however many times a day it 
is done. Psychiatries and airline 
personnel often have noted that people 
are considerably better-behaved in the 
helpless confinement of planes than 
they are in grounded situations. 
Elevators provide a similar breeding 
ground for good manners. They will 
remain the last bastion of chivalry as 
long as man, deep in his subconscious, 
feels: 
If this is to be my last trip, let it be 
taken with gentility.

“After losing a guy like Perez, who 
could hit 20 to 25 homers a year, I felt 
that I was one of the guys who should 
be able to pick up the slack,” Foster 
said.

Saccharin-CancerSeen 


WASHINGTON (A P) - The Food 
and Drug Administration says a new 
Canadian study linking saccharin to 
bladder cancer in men reinforces its 
decision to ban the artificial sweetener 
and may change the minds of some of 
the ban's critics. 
The unpublished study, by Canada's 
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National Cancer Institute and four 
universities, shows that men who use 
saccharin or artificial cyclamate 
sweeteners have a 60 per cent higher 
chance of developing bladder cancer 
than those who do not. 
Attempts by a Senate health sub­ 
committee to delay the effective date 
of the proposed ban “ will be held in 
abeyance" until the new study is 
evaluated, a spokesman for the panel’s 
chairman said Friday, Sen. Edward 
M. Kennedy, DMass., heads the 
subcommittee. 
The FDA proposed the ban last 
March on the strength of an earlier 
Canadian study showing a link be­ 
tween cancer and laboratory animals 
fed huge amounts of saccharin. 
FDA spokesman Wayne Pines said 
Friday the new study “ clearly draws 
an association between using sac­ 
charin 
and 
bladder 
cancer 
in 
humans.” 
Pines said most of the 130,000 per­ 
sons who contacted the FDA to com­ 
ment on the proposed ban have op­ 
posed the move. He suggested the new 
findings may change their minds. 
Many “ questioned the scientific 
validity of the animal studies," Pines 
said. “ There appears to be some belief 


that there is no correlation between 
animal studies and human beings.” 
The new study. Pines said, “ will help 
the public understand that saccharin 
poses a potential cancer threat and 
supports our position that it should be 
eliminated in bulk form.” 
In the new Canadian study, 460 men 
who had bladder cancer were asked 
about their lifetime diet habits. The 
study showed men who used artificial 
sweeteners and smoked cigarettes had 
the highest incidence of cancer. 
Cancer victims who smoked were 
found eight times as often as those who 
used saccharin or cyclamates. 
The study, planned for publication in 
lancet, a British medical journal, 
found no increased cancer risk for 
women using artificial sweetener. 
The new study differs from the 
conclusions of researchers at Johns 
Hopkins University. The research 
group, which studied more than 1,000 
persons over a four-year period, 
concluded consumption of saccharin 
did not have a significant effect on the 
development of bladder cancer.

Report 6 Deaths 
In African Violence 
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JO HANNESBURG, South Africa 
(AP) — Six blacks in two segregated 
townships near the South African coast 
have been killed by police gunfire, 
pushing to nine the number of blacks 
killed in two days of scattered rioting 
in this white-ruled nation. 
Thirty-three persons were wounded 
in confrontations with police Friday 
while property damage totaled an 
estimated $1.5 million in the black 
townships of Kwanobuhle and Kabah, 
outside the white city of Uitenhage 500 
miles southwest of Johannesburg. 
Some 278 blacks were arrested in a 
police sweep of Kwanobuhle. 
Police Brig. P.J. Hugo, head of riot 
control for the townships, said officers 
shot and killed five blacks trying to 
loot a Kwanobuhle liquor store. One 
rioter was fatally wounded in Kabah. 
Police said another black was killed 
Friday, but the circumstances of his 
death weren’t explained. Two blacks 
died when a store they allegedly were 
looting caught fire Thursday night, 
police said. 
Another 29 persons have been 
reported shot and injured since 
Thursday, when militant students 
called for a general strike to mark the 
anniversary of last year’s racial 
upheaval in which more than 600 
blacks and three whites were killed.

WASHINGTON (A P) - Members of 
Congress who live in Maryland but pay 
taxes in their home state would be 
exempt from Maryland taxes under a 
bill headed for a House-Senate con­ 
ference committee. 
The Senate passed the bill on a voice 
vote Thursday night, despite protests 
from Maryland’s senators, Republican 
Charles McC. Mathias and Democrat 
Paul Sarbanes. 
Both senators said any double 
taxation could be avoided by using the 
state law that provides members of 
Congress with tax credits for taxes 
paid in other states. 
Maryland is the only taxing 
jurisdiction in the Washington D.C. 
area that compels members of 
Congress to pay state taxes. 
“ I think it’s a great thing that we are 
doing tonight,’’ said Sen. John Tower, 
R-Tex., after complaining about the 
quality of Maryland schools and 
contending the state reaps large 
benefits from federal installations 
located there. 
Mathias said the measure was an 
“ inequity against the citizens of the 
state of Maryland.”

In the new Canadian study, 480 men 
who had bladder cancer were asked 
about their lifetime diet habits. The 
study showed men who used artificial 
sweeteners and smoked cigarettes had 
the highest incidence of cancer. 
Cancer victims who smoked were 
found eight times as often as those who 
used saccharin or cyclamates. 
The study, planned for publication in 
Lancet, a British medical journal, 
found no increased cancer risk for 
women using artificial sweetener. 
The new study differs from the 
conclusions of researchers at Johns 
Hopkins University. The research 
group, which studied more than 1,000 
persons over a four-year period, 
concluded consumption of saccharin 
did not have a significant effect on the 
development of bladder cancer.
